THE REAL OPERATION OF THE FOREIGN 
ENLISTMENT AOT. 
Te case of the Alexandra, and the Ohief Baron's — 
upon it, have given rise to various remarks, some of whi 
have not been very favourable to the learned judge, and others 
of which have been as little favourable to the state of ‘the 
law. Several influential merchants of Liverpool have con- 
curred in a memorial to the Foreign Secretary, stating that 
| they think the present Foreign Enlistment Act imperfect and 
incomplete, and praying for its alteration. It is of the first 
importance and interest, therefore, just now to consider ‘both 
what our law on this subject in fact is, and also what it ought | 
to: be.

Mere commerce, though in munitions of war, is, by admitted 
international law, an act suitable to a neutral. 
The Chief Baron laid down that this principle of law 
extends to ships as well as to guns and swords, And in this 
t he is confirmed by the best American authority. Chief 
Ce Story laid down the doctrine of their law and our law 
thus :—“ The question as to the original illegal armament and 
“ outfit may be dismissed in a few words. It is apparent 
“ that though equipped as a vessel of war, she was sent to 
“ Buenos Ayres on a commercial adventure, contraband, indeed, 
“ but in no shape violating our laws or our national neutrality. 
“ If captured by a Spanish ship of war during the voyage, 
“she would have been justly condemned as good prize for 
“ being engaged in a traffic prohibited by the law of nations. 
« But there is nothing in our laws, or in the law of nations, 
“ that forbids our citizens from sending armed vessels, as well 
| “as munitions of war, to foreign ports for sale. It isa 
“ commercial adventure which no nation is bound to prohibit, 
“ and which only exposes the persons engaged in it to the 
“ penalty of confiscation. Supposing, therefore, the voyage 
“to have been for commercial purposes, and the sale at 
« Buenos Ayres to have been a bond fide sale (and there is 
“ nothing in the evidence before us to contradict it), there is 
“ no pretence to say that the original outfit on the voyage 
“ was illegal, or that a capture made after the sale was for 
“ that cause alone invalid.” 

The words of the Foreign Enlistment Act confirm these 
views. It forbids the Queen's subjects to equip, furnish, fit 
out, and arm, or attempt and endeavour to equip, furnish, fit 
out, or arm, vessels in this country. There is nothing here 
to prohibit building the hulks of ships of war, or even the 
sale of unequipped vessels of war. If the French had sold off 

|| their navy before the commencement of the American civil 
war to speculators in Liverpool, those speculators might have 
sold those vessels to the Confederates or the Federals without 
a violation of this statute. A penal statute must be strictly 
construed, or else people would be convicted of offences which 
they could not have known to be such beforehand ; and this 
statute does not forbid the building of any ship for any pur- 
purpose, or the sale of any ship for any purpose; it only 
forbids the fitting out and arming of certain ships. 

We do not doubt, therefore, that it is perfectly legal for a 
shipbuilder to contract with any one for the delivery of an 
unfitted ship in the. port of London or of Liverpool. It has 
been said, indeed, in print, though not in a court of law, that 
intention is the gist of the offence, and that if the ship so 
built or sold was intended by all parties for the belligerent, 
the Act is infringed ; and it is quite true that intention is an 
ingredient in it. The equipping and fitting out forbidden by 
the statute must be “ with intent or in order that” such 
vessel shall be employed by a belligerent Prince or State. 
But here, as elsewhere in criminal law, the crime is an act 
forbidden by the law ; we must see that one of the forbidden 
acts has been committed before the question of intention be- 
comes material. The law punishes acts A and B when done 
with a particular motive ; but it is of no use to prove that any 
one had done act C with such motive. Common sense says 
that any act against equipping ships for sea with a special 
motive does not forbid building or selling them with any other 
motive so long as they are unequipped. 

On this cardinal point we have no doubt that the Chief 
Baron’s ruling will be upheld when the bill of exceptions is 
argued. But we do not think it will be upheld on another 
point. He appears to have held that “equip and fit out” 
were only synonymes for “arm.” He laid down that, as the 
Alabama took her guns on board at Terceira, and after leaving 
Liverpool, no offence was committed at Liverpool. It seems 
to us that the words clearly indicated a fitting-out for sea in 
such a manner as to be incompatible with pacific operations. 
If any one unsuitable implement is inserted or embarked, which 
no commercial ship would have or use, then, if such fitting- 
out is done with the intention specified in the statute, 
it is forbidden by the statute. If we omit the legal equiva- 
lents inserted out of abundant caution, the words of the 
statute read, “If any person within the United Kingdom fit 
“« out, or attempt to fit out, a ship or vessel with intent that 
“‘ she be employed as a transport or store ship, or that she 
“ shall cruise and commit hostilities against a State with 
“‘ whom His Majesty shall not be at war,” he shall be liable 
to such and such penalties. The Chief Baron appears to say 
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that the fitting out must be of arms, whereas part of 
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Act refers to transport ships which are unarmed, and that thal

illegality. But the same difficulty applies to all law. You} 
must always prove your case ; and when, as here, it is necem} 
sary to prove not only what has been done, but also what is 
intended to be done, there is inevitable difficulty. We do not | 
see how the law could go farther, except it were to forbid the) 
building of ships capable of use in war for a belligerent Power, 
or the sale of such ships to such a Power.

The total value, inwards and outwards, of the trade last year 
would thus be nearly 1,850,000/, of which upwards of 
1,025,000 was conducted by British merchants. Five-sixths 
of the exports consist. of silk, while the imports are mostly 
textile fabrics or tin and lead. 

It was admitted on all hands that the Japanese Govern- 
ment—that is, the Government of the Tycoon, with which 
we concluded our treaty—has on the whole acted very fairly 
by us and has done its best to protect our subjects, and is by 
no means disinclined to promise and to afford such redress as 
isin its power. According to Lord Carnarvon’s statement and 
quotations, Sir R. Alcock bears strong testimony to this dis- 

ition, and so does Colonel Neale, our acting Minister in 
‘apam;—nor does Earl Russell at all demur to the truth of 
therepresentation. But the difficulties of the Tycoon’s posi- 
tion are immense. In the first place, he is aware that the legi- 


'timateauthority of his predecessor to conclude the treaty, under 


which we claim admission to Japan and atonement for the 
outrages committed, is vehemently disputed, and is at best 
doubtful. He knows, too, that this predecessor was assassi- 
nated because he signed that treaty, and that he was not the 
first ruler who met a similar fate for asimilar act of liberality. 
The Tycoon has-not only to contend against the rooted 
suspicion and mistrust of foreigners which are characteristic of 
the people generally, but against his own and his Ministers’ 
ot ion in those feelings. Besides this, his power is very 
ited by law—-still more limited, probably in fact—as is 
usual in semi-barbarous and feudal countries, such as Japan is. 
Oombined, the great Damios are more than a match for him: 
tingly, even, several of them might set him at defiance. They 
commit the outrages ; he deplores them, but is really unable 
either to prevent or to avenge them. Yet it is from him, as 
the nominal ruler, that we have had to demand reparation. 
Earl Russell freely admits this; and he does so in language 
which is more suggestive of the correctness of our uneasy 
Misgivings than he probably intended it should be. He 
demands from the Tycoon indemnity and reparation ; and as 
heconsidered there was a possibility of refusal or evasion, he 
tent out orders for prompt measures of retaliation in case 
of such an issue—saying “it was better that the 
“Tyeoon’s Palace should be destroyed than that our treaty 
“tights should he violated with impunity.’ But, inasmuch 
asthe last and worst outrages are known to have been com- 
mitted by the followers of a great Damio, an enemy apparently 
of the Tycoon (the Prince of Satsuma), whose estates lie near 
the'sea'coast, our Admiral on the station has been ordered 
“tovtake measures” for obtaining at the hands of that 
feudal Baron direct the punishment of the offenders. Thus 
Wehave already found it necessary to deal with other parties 
than the recognised Government of the land. What we are 
to answer, in case the Prince of.

The weak part of all such debates as that on which we are 
commenting, is, as Lord Wodehouse well remarked, that no one 
seems able to suggest any different course from that which 
has been adopted. We have “drifted”; and it does not 
appear that of late we could well have done anything but 
drift. Still, when we do drift, and when drifting becomes 
inevitable, the fault lies with those who first piloted our 
vessel into that special current, from blindness to its existence 
or from an inadequate estimate of its strength. Three points, 
however, it is clearly made out by the debate of Friday last, 
ought to be steadily kept in view in our dealings with the 
Japanese,—any neglect of which on the part of our Govern- 
ment will change future embarrassments into occasions for just 
and severe blame :—We must confer on our representative 
out there both authority and actual power to control 
and punish promptly and effectually all misconduct on the 
part of the British citizens whom we claim a right to protect, 
and whom we forbid the Japanese themselves to deal with ;— 
we must send out honourable and capable officials to whom 
such powers can be delegated with propriety and safety ;—and 
we must avenge each case of distinct outrage as far as possible 
on the individuals or the chiefs of the individuals who perpe- 
trate it,—instead of making it a casus belli against the nominal 
Government, which probably neither shared in the crime nor 
was able to execute justice on the offender. This would be 
irregular, no doubt ; but our whole position in Japan is ano- 
malous ; and only in this way can we hope in time to teach 
the hostile Lords and natives that they cannot assail us with 
impunity. Assassinating Barons or fanatics will care nothing 
for any indemnity claimed from the Tycoon, or for the death 
of any fancied malefactor delivered up by him. 


THE PRINCE OF PRUSSIA. 


Tue Prussian alliance may be already said to have produced 
the best fruits. The Princess Royal of England has, we 
cannot doubt, had an important share in the manly and saga- 
cious course taken by her husband in the present unfortunate 
political crisis. At least, if it be national vanity to give her 
credit for the recent policy of the heir to the Prussian 
monarchy, it is at least a tolerably safe conjecture that, but 
for the familiarity of the Prince with England, and his know- 
ledge of what both the nation and the dynasty gain by strict 
conformity to the spirit, as well as the letter, of the Constitu- 
tion, he would not have seen the folly, and even eminent 
danger, of his father’s conduct in the strong light in which he 
has seen them. This has no doubt become even clearer to him 
in consequence of the special ground selected by the King for 
his attack upon the Constitution. 


Early in June, as our readers are aware, the King of 
Prussia, before retiring to Karlsbad, put forth an ordonnance 
subjecting newspapers to suppression after two warnings if they 
appear to encourage any tendencies dangerous to the State ; 
and even dispensing with the necessity for warnings altogether 
if, in the discretion of the Government, the danger seems 
sufficiently urgent. This decree was nominally put forth by 
virtue of Article 63 of the Constitution, which simply gives 
the Government power, on its own responsibility, to interfere 
with the Press in dangerous crises, and certainly never con- 
templated a permanent rule of this sort, equivalent to a com- 
plete abolition of the freedom accorded to the Press. The 
King himself, in the correspondence on which we are about to 
comment, virtually admits this. “The decree,” he 
writes to his son, “so far from being the enor- 
“mity you say, ought to have been introduced in 
“ the shape of a Bill, even under the late Liberal Cabinet, 
“for it was on this condition only I sanctioned the law pro- 
 tecting printing-offices against the supervision and inter- 
“ ference of the police.” If the decree “ ought to have been 
“ introduced in the shape of a Bill,” it is, we suppose, clear 
enough that the representatives of the people ought to have 
had the alternative of rejecting the measure, which they have 
not had. And the King, therefore, virtually admits that he 
has outraged the Constitution for the sake of attacking the 
Press. And no doubt the point of attack chosen was pecu- 
| = iene sete neal faba Hi Ho suited to alarm any one who, like the Prince, had 
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understood the working of a really free Press under a limited 
monarchy. He at least knows that the jealousy felt towards 
the Press by the revolutionary dynasty of France should 
have no place with a dynasty which has a long his- 
torical claim on the affections of the people, and need have no 
place at all in Prussia if the throne would but put away that 
distrust and hatred of free discussion which is the only policy 
insane enough to turn the Press against the dynasty. The 
Prince has seen in England that the power of public opinion, 
as reflected by the Press, must be the principal bulwark of a 
limited monarchy, if it is to have any strength and stay at 
all; that nothing can stand against such a power in an edu- 
cated land, and that this power, instead of being wildly revo- 
lutionary, or even subversive of reasonable authority, may 
easily become one of the most conservative forces in the 
State. No wonder that he was alarmed when he saw his 
father sanctioning a measure which bids fair to commit the 
throne to a fierce war with the Press. 


The history of the negotiations between the King and Prince, 
which has crept out this week, through the columns of the 
Siid Deutsche Zeitung, is curious enough. On the 31st May, 
the Prince writes to the King that words dropped ‘ ‘ regarding 
“ the possibility of forcing your measures on the country,” 

him to speak out. He had promised, on the dismissal of 
the last Liberal Government, not to play the part, so commonly 
played by the heir to the Crown, of leader to the Oprosition. 
Still he cannot, he says to the King, see him “invading the 
“law in the way you hinted” without a warm protest. 
Sacred as an oath is to the King, “ the position of a Sovereign 
“in regard to his Ministers is sometimes very difficult. 
“Skilled as they are in the lawyer's art, and expert in 
“interpretation, they know how to represent a measure 
“ as fair and necessary, and by degrees to force a Sovereign 
“ into a path very different from that which he designed to 
“tread.” On the 3rd of June, the Prince lodges a formal 
protest against the decree on the Press, guarding himself, as 
a member of the Council of State, against any sort of implied 
sanction to it. ‘“Ideem the proceedings of the Cabinet,” 
he says, “ to be both illegal and injurious to the State and the 
“ dynasty. I declare the measure to have been taken without 
“my wish or knowledge.” After his address at Dantzic, on 
the 5th June, the King wrote a letter of severe censure to 


him with deprivation of his command. To this the Prince 
replied that his speech was the result of mature purpose ; that 
he owed it to his conscience to protest against a step “ im- 
“perilling my futare, and that of my children.” He offers to re- 
sign his commission, asks to be relieved from all share in political 
duties, and to be assigned a residence either within or outside 
Prussia, where he may live without any connection with the 
political world. To this the King replied more mildly, 
encouraging him to speak openly to himself, but forbidding 
him to discuss these questions with others, — and 
claimed as sensitive a conscience as the Prince, though it had 
taken a different direction. Finally, we have a claim put in 
by the Minister, Von Bismarck, in a letter to the Prince, to as 
sensitive a conscience as either King or Prince. “ Your Royal 
“ Highness,” the Ministers say, “ is in a position to render our 

“ task easy or difficult. The Ministers, however, will persevere 
“ in pursuing the grand object with which they have identi- 
“fied themselves. They are but the loyal and obedient 
“ servants of the King. They, too, had a conscience.” And 
with this final claim on the part of each of the three centres 
of authority, King, Prince, and Ministry. to the possession of 
a scrupulous conscience, the correspondence seems to have 
come to a conclusion, leaving the three consciences in severely 
virtuous and vigilant, but hostile attitudes,—the King’s a 
narrow martinet conscience, very much on the gui vive; the 
Minister's a somewhat Pharisaic conscience, rather doubtful, 
we imagine, about its own sincerity; the Prince’s a states- 
mantlike conscience, somewhat stimulated by dynastic terrors. 

It is, however, exceedingly fortunate for Prussia that her 
Prince has taken up the position he has im defence of the Con- 
stitution and the Press.

The preamble to the Act recites that the prohibition of 
bills under 20s, then recent, had been “salutary,” though the 
nature of the advantage experienced, and the proof of it, are not 
mentioned ; and it proceeds to infer that the restriction of bills 
under 5/ would be advantageous likewise. What exact 
danger the Legislature wished to prevent, it is difficult to say ;

ield must be large. The earlier crops of hay have been very 
scanty, and on grass land not in good heart the yield has been 
most insignificant. On the later meadows, and where the 
condition of land is good, fair, though scarcely average weights, 
have been obtained. All the hay got in is in excellent order, 
with the exception of the stacks which have been put together too 
hastily and have heated. For this there has really been no 
excuse this year, yet we have heard of numerous instances of hay 
stacks found to be toohot. Nothing but inattention or actual want 
of skill on the part of the farmer can have induced such mistakes. 
Upon the whole, farmers may now fairly look for some compensatory 
returns, and such as willtend to heal the injuries they have suffered 
during the last three years. The present appearance of the grain 
strikingly illustrates by comparison with those of 1860, 

1861, and 1862, the important, and the well nigh uucontrollable in- 
fluence of the season on such crops. During those years neither high 
manuring nor careful culture could secure remunerating crops; this 
year wheat sown under apparently adverse circumstances, as regards 
the condition and cleanness of the land, is showing a bulk and 
en which the best farmers last year might have hailed with 
ight. And although these remarks are to some extent appli- 
cable to meadow land,—and perhaps the present season is a 
strong example of the necessity of moisture for grass crops— 
meadow lend is not nearly so liable on a run of years to be in- 
juriously affected by variations of season as arable land. Besides, 
meadow lends have not usually justice done to them, where they 
come into competition with the needs of the arable portion of 
the farm. Even in this unusually dry season the grass lande, 
which are in high condition, have borne very fair crops, and the 
difference between the produce of well-farmed grass land and of 
such land in its ordinary state is this year quite sufficient to prove 
to the observing farmer the necessity of treating his meadow land 

more generously. 


At one of the recent meetings of the Royal Agricultural Society, 
Professor Voelcker delivered a lecture ‘‘ On the Comparative Effects 
of Different Manures on Grass Land,” and in the course of his 
lecture, he brought out some very practical points. 


Starting with the admitted fact that very much of the grass land 
of England is “in very bad condition,” the question arises how is 
such land to be improved ; there may be three reasons why the 
grass is bad:—1, the soil may be shallow, though good enough ; 2, 
there may be svil enough, but its physical texture may be bad, the 
soil being stiff, and undrained ; 3, something may be wanting in the 
soil which is necessary to a luxuriant growth of grass. If the land 
be wet, draining must be the first step, and then proper manures 
will be found beneficial. But the manures should be adapted to 
the character of the soil. The experiments of Messrs Lawes 
and Gilbert and their results were referred to. These show that 
nitrogenous promote the growth of the grasses properly so 
called, and notably some of the coarser and stronger grasses to 
the exclusion of the more delicate, while phusphotic foster the 
growth of the clover and leguminou: tribes of plants which make 
so large a portion of what we call our grass crops. Now it fre- 
- y acorene that grass land has been artificially or is naturally 

ined, and has a fair depth of soil, yet “the prodnce is scant 
and the herbage not good.” In improving it the purpose to which 
is to be applied must be considered. If it is intended for 

y to be sold, as near London and other large towns, quantity is 
the first consideration, but on ordinary farms quality must be com- 
bined with increased quantity. Lime, where the land requires 
liming, often does wonders in improving grass lands. In districts 
where lime is not habitually so used, the farmer should ascertain 
by an analysis of his soil whether it is or is not deficient in lime. 
If it prove not to be deficient, money spent on lime would be thrown 
away. And “grassland,no matter what its character,ought toreceive 
an occasional application of farm-yard manure ;” for this manure 
ean alone supply the alkalis, more especially potash, in an 
economical manner. We are not sure whether the result of the 
Professor’s lecture be not to prove that farm-yard manure is, with 
local exceptions, the be-all and end-all of grass land improvement. 
He suggested various quantities and combinations of bone dust, 
guano, salt, superphosphate, and the like, but the subsequent 
discussion seemed to show that in anything like the quantities 

by the Professor, such manure cannot be used with profit.

On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/17s 103d per ounce for 
standard gold, it appears that gold is nearly 3-10ths per cent. dearer in 
London than in Paris. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 425 per mark, and 
the short exchange on London is 13.54 per 1/ sterling. Standard gold 
at the English Mint price is, therefore, about 3-10ths per cent. dearer 
in London than in Hamburg. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 159} to 160 per cent., and the premium on gold is about 45 per 
cent.

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

Very little business wes transacted in eny description of grain 
at Mark lane to-day. The supplies of home-grown produce on 
sale were small, but the show of foreign wheat and oats on offer 
was large. In prices, compared with Monday, no quotable 
change took place. The leading feature in the market was a less 
active inquiry for oats, at about previous rates, This week's im- 
ports am«unt to 3,210 quarters of wheat, 4,050 barley, 22,260 
oats, and 50 sacks of flour. A great failure in the corn trade at 
Dantzic has been announced. 

At Liverpool, this morning, there was a better demand for 
wheat, at Tuesday's currencies. Flour changed hands more 
freely, at full quetations. Indien corn advanced 3d per quarter. 

Letters from Alexandria, date July 4, state that, in consequence 
of depression in the Fnglish markets, the wheat trade was dull, 
at a decline of 3s per quarter. Fine Prince’s new Buhi wheat, 
however, had been disposed of at 37s per quarter, free ow board. 
Beans were decidedly firm in price, and in Indian corn and cotton 
seed, no alteration took place. Annexed were the quotations for 
private produce :—New Saide wheat, 3le 3d to 31s 6d; Beheireh, 
29s 3d to 29s 6d; Saide beans, 26s to 263 4d; Bebeireh, 258 3d 
to 25s 9d; barley, 20s 10d to 2is; Indian coro, 23s 6d; and 
lentils, 24s 9d per quarter, free on board. 

The Liverpool cotton market has been very quiet this week, 
the sales amounting to only 27,000 beles, including 17,000 to 
spinners, 2,000 on speculation, and 8,000 for export. Quotations 
have remained the same as on Friday last. Since yesterday, 
upon the arrival of the American mai/, a stronger tone has pre- 
vailed, but the news received were too decisive to produce a 
material change. ‘To-day the sales are 5,000 bales with a steady 
market. 

Advices from Calcutta to June 8 state thet cotton was in 
active demand for shipment to Europe at enhanced rates. The
